Gentlemen, 

iigain  I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  for  your  consideration,  the 
iinnual  Report,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  together  with  the  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  year  ending  31st.,  December  1948. 

In  compiling  this,  my  sixteenth  report,  comparisons  v^rith  previous  years 
were  made  and  there  is  a steady  improvement  in  the  general  circumstances  of 
your  district,  except  perhaps  in  area  for,  from  1929  to  1948  there  has  been  a 
loss  of  3500  acres.  Over  the  same  period,  in  spite  of  this  loss  in  acre- 

age, the  population  increased  by  2840  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
increased  by  2965,  (figures  which  are  most  intriguing).  The  product  of  a 
penny  rate  has  increased  by  less  than  £100,  Water  supplies  have  been  ex- 
tended, new  sev/erage  schemes  constructed,  scavenging  services  increased,  until 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  houses  have  these  services  provided  by  public 
ownership. 

Though  the  "clearance"  of  sub-standard  housing  was  not  an  active 
policy  during  the  year,  IO6  new  houses  have  been  completed  by  Council  and 
the  debt  for  Housing  only,  has  increased  by  nearly  £150,000.  The  improve- 
ments indicate(^  closely  affect  the  life  of  the  community,  making  for  better 
and  heal  tin.  er  surroundings, 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  were  30  fewer  deaths,  54  fewer 
births  and,  apart  from  measles,  there  were  27  fewer  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases  reported, 

Agadji  no  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district.  Since  the 
5th,,  of  July,  the  administration  of  this  service  has  been  talcen  over  by 
the  County  Council. 

For  the  six  months  ended  June  our  records  show  that  I90  children  under 
5 years,  and  16  children  between  the  ages  of  5 ~ 15  years  were  irarannised. 

A study  of  the  following  report  upon  the  activities  of  the  Department 
will  show  the  steps  taken  along  one  path  to  the  better  environment  of  the 
community  you  freely  serve* 

I again  desire  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Clerk, 

Mr.  H.H,  Creaser,  for  their  courtesy  and  confidence;  also  Mr.  J.  Laycock, 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  loyal 
service.

The  Belper  Rural  District  is  an  area  of  48*074  acres,  couiprising  28  parishes 
within  a circle  of  approximately  a ten  miles  radius,  extending  from  Matlock  Urban 
in  the  north  to  the  Borough  af  Derby  at  the  south,  on  the  east  touching  the 
Districtsof  Alfreton,  Ripley  and  Ilkeston  whilst  Wirksworth  and  ^'^-shboume  are 
on  the  western  bomdary.  The  parish  units  have  no  common  standard  for  comparison, 
but  vary  very  considerably  in  area,  population  and  rateable  values. 


Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  also  varies,  one  parish  sending 
three  councillors,  and  in  other  instances,  one  representative  sits  for  two  parishes. 


The  total  representation  is  29  councillors.

PHYSICi'iL  OHi’^'iCTERISTICS. 

The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  to  the  south  of  Derbyshire,  The 
altitude  of  the  area  varies  very  considerably  from  I50  OJ),  at  Darley  Abbey  in 
the  south  to  1,000  OJ),  in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay,  The  River  Der^vent,  entering 
the  rural  district  at  Lea  Wood,  flows  from  north  to  south,  dividing  the  area 
fairly  equally  into  oast  and  west,  the  eastern  parishes  are  where  the  industries 
are  found,  and  the  residential  and  agricultiiral  parishes  are  sited  chiefly  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  River  Derwent.  Very  great  and  extensive  damage  continues 
to  be  caused  by  opencast  mining,  whole  farm  holdings  ,in  the  south  ea.stem 
parishes  are  being  ripped  open  and  there  fertility  will  be  lost  for  years. 

PRINCIPAL  LOCAL  INDUSTRIES . 

Mining,  aad  in  recent  years.  Opencast  mining,  Agriculture  (largely 
milk  production),  Limestone  Quarrying,  Cotton  and  Hosiery  Manufacturing  give 
employment  in  the  area, 

STAPP. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  a part  time  appointment.  The  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  two  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  full  time  officers 
of  the  Coiancil,  and  also  act  in  like  positions  as  Building  Inspectors.  The 
Clerical  Staff  is  also  part  of  the  Buildings  and  Housings  Section  of  the 
^^d^rtment  . The  Ministry  of  Health,  throu^  the  County  Council  re-imburse  to 
the  Council  one  half  of  the  salaries  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors, 

V7ATSR  SUPPLIES. 

• 

For  very  many  years,  the  need  for  an  adequate  water  supply  to  the  parishes 
on  the  western  side  of  the  rircal  district,  has  been  a constant  subject  for  comment. 
These  were  the  poorer  parishes  where  a penny  rate  produced  only  a few  pounds,  and 
therefore  where  a supply  adequate  according  to  reasonable  standards  proved  to  be 
too  costly  even  for  a joint  parishes  scheme.  Since  the  change  in  the  rating  system 
became  operative,  the  Council  will  recall  how  instructions  were  given  to  their 
engineers  to  prepare  a water  scheme  for  these  western  parishes.  This  scheme, 
basing  its  suppy  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board's  mains,  has  been  prepared, 
submitted  to  the  Ivlinistry  of  Health,  who,  during  the  year,  held  an  official  enquiry 
into  the  proposals.  The  following  statistics  relating  to  each  of  the  rviral 
parishes  were  submitted.  Crich,  Dethick,  Lea  and  Holloway,  Pentrich  and  South 
Wingfield,  estimated  population  5775^  supplied  by  the  Council  from  springs  at 
Crich  Carr  and  Dethick,  and  by  compensation  water  from  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 
Denby, Holbrook,  Horsley,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Kilburn  and  Smalley,  sstimated 
population  8586  supplied  by  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board, 

H.j  .srloy,  estimated  population  378#  from  Shard  low  Rural  District  mains, 

Duffield,  estimated  population  2929  from  springs  at  Hajgdley  Wood,  Cross-d-th-Hands 
end  from  Derby  Corporation  mains, 

I'h^  Council  has  reservoirs  at  Highv/ood,  (300,000' galls.)  Lea  (70,000 ;galls,)  , 

Crich  (A0,000  galls.),  Holloway  (100,CXX)  galls^ , Park  Head  (60,000  galls,),  y 
Hartley  Wood  (50,000  galls),  Hazelwood  (56,000  galls.),  Smalley  Water 
(18,000  galls.), 

allestree,  Darley  Aobey,  Mackv/orth,  Quamdon,  estimated  population  6590,  are 
within  the  Derby  Borough  Statutory  Area  of  Supply. 

Hazelwood,  Idridgehay,  Kedleston,  Kirk  Langley,  Shottle,  Turnditch,  Weston 
Underwood  and  Windley  - classed  as  the  Western  Parishes,  estimated  population 
2175}  2j:e  parishes  to  be  supplied  by  the  scheme, 

Alderwasley,  estimated  population  339i  is  proposed  to  be  served  by  a new 
Council  scheme. 

jvshieyhay  and  Ravensdale  Park,  estimated  population  202,  will  continue  to  be 
supplied  by  private  springs  and  wells. 


From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  the  new  scheme  of  water  supi^  to  the 
eight  western  parishes  will  provide  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply  to  nearly 
8^  of  the  population  living  in  approximately  7*25^  of  the  inhabited  houses, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £li27j300. 

When  this  scheme  is  completed  97^  of  the  houses  in  your  area  will  have 
a piped  water  supply,  practically  the  whole  of  which  supply  will  be  chlorinated. 
During  the  year  a temporary  water  supply  has  been  provided  from  the  Duf field  scheme, 
to  the  parish  of  Turnditch,  and  work  commenced  on  schemes  for  the  improvement 
of  the  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Mapperley-,  Shipley  and  Smalley,  Also  a scheme 
has  been  formulated  for  the  areas  of  Plaistow  Green,  Wheatcroft  and  Moorwood 
Moor  • 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  930  houses  were  without  a 
water  supply.  Reports  on  the  bacteriological  examination  are  satisfactory. 

All  the  Council's  water  schemes  are  under  the  supervision  of  a Water 
Manager,  who  has  a staff  of  seven  under  his  control* 

SCAVENGING . 

The  direct  labour  scavenging  schemes  have  been  extended  to  the  parishes 
of  Horsley  Woodhouse  and  Smalley  for  the  house  refuse  collection,  but  the  few 
closet  pails  are  still  collected  by  contract.  These,  together  with  the  parishes 
of  Mapperley  and  Shipley  and  the  nightsoil  collection  at  Kirk  Langley  are  the 
only  services  carried  out  by  contract.  The  Council  employ  32  wortonen  and  three 
7 cub,  yard  Karriers,  one  10  oub,yard  Karrier,  one  7 cub,  yard  Dennis  refuse 
collectors  and  one  Austin  tank  lorry.  The  shortage  of  suitable  labour  is  still 
acute  in  the  southern  area,  even  though  nightsoil  collection  does  not  form  part 
of  the  duties.  House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  the  largest  tip  is  at 
Darley  Abbey.  The  total  cost  of  tlais  service  is  £1.0855  fJT  the  year, 

SEWERS  iilD  SBmGB  DISPOSAL. 

Speaking  generally  it  may  be  said  that  the  district  is  well  provided 
with  sewers.  Fifteen  of  the  parishes,  in  which  there  are  approximately  79^ 
of  the  houses,  are  sewered.  No  extensions  of  note  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  is  treated  on  14  works,  sited  in  the 
■parishes  of  Ailestree,  Crich,  Darley  Abbey,  Duf  field,  Holbrook,  Horsley  Vfoodhouse, 
Kilbum,  Mapperley,  Q^amdon,  Smalley ,South  Wingfield,  Additional  to  these  works, 
the  Council  discharges  sev/ers  into  the  main  drainage  systems,  upon  agreed  terms, 
of  the  Derby  Borough,  Ilkeston  Borough,  Heanor  Urban  and  S^iardlow  Rural  GounciL, 
and  we  accept  into  our  sewers  drainage  from  the  Borough  of  Derby  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Chesterfield, 

With  such  a large  number  of  houses  provided  with  sewage  facilities  it  is 
understandable  that  W.C.’s  are  usual  in  the  more  urban  parishes.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  closet  accomi'nodation  comprises 

6158  houses  with  W.C.’s. 

19  houses  vri-th  Waste  Water  Closets, 

1868  houses  v/ith  Pail  Cljsets, 

362  houses  with  Privy  liiddens. 

Conversions  have  taken  place  of  23  pail  closets  and  15  privy  middens 
to  the  water  carriage  system,  v/ithout  any  contribution  from  the  Council 
towards  the  cost.  Three  privy  middens  have  been  converted  to  pail  closets. 

As  would  be  expected,  the  privy  middens  are  found  in  the  rural  unsewered  parts 
of  the  District, 

SL-IUQHTERHOUSIS , 

The  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  continue  to  be  unused,  all  slaughter- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  liinistry  takes  place  in  adjoining  areas  and  the  allocation 
to  our  local  butchers  is  made  from  those  centres. 

From  the  circumstances  it  -will  be  appreciated  tlnat  meat  inspection  is 
not  carried  out. 
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Fjods tuffs  volmtarily  surrended  ajid  found  to  be  unsound  and  unfit  for 
human  consumption: -

PROSECUTIONS . 

It  is  regretted  that  occasion  arose  to  institute  tv/o  prosecutions 
under  the  Riblic  Health  nct^  193^,  Section  269  against  the  holders  of  licences 
to  allow  land  to  be  used  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings.  The  ground  of  our 
complaint  was  the  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  attached  to  their  licences. 

One  defendant  was  convicted  but  the  case  against  the  second  was  dismissed, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Each  house  is  visited^  (26  inspections  have  been  made);  and  the  necessary 
action  taken  immediately  upon  removal  to  Hospital,  or  recovery,  of  the  patient, 

2Z  rooms  have  been  so  treated  during  the  year  by  means  of  formaldehyde  lamps. 

In  t'ne  event  of  the  patient  being  nursed  at  home,  your  Inspector  visits 
the  premises  to  ensure  every  precaution  has  been  taken  by  the  householder  during 
the  course  of  the  illness, 

D-t^IRIES  nND  C0V/SI5IDS. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report,  ev^n  in  these  difficult  days,  that  re-modelling 
and  improvements  of  sheds  and  the  dairies  continues  to  be  effected  in  what  is  one 
of  the  most  important  industries  in  the  district.  In  fact  it  is  noticea.ble  that 
a progressive  outlook  extends  to  the  small  producer,  and  conditions  in  the  farms 
show  defi.dte  improvement.  The  Chief  Senitary  Inspector  of  the  Coun'ty  Council 
informs  me  there  are  in  your  area  at  the;  end  of  the  year  7 producers  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  i/Iilk  and  121-  producers  of  Accredited  Milk,  ' 

HOUSING  act,  1936. 


There  were  112  preliminary  inspections  made,  and  23  re-visits,  under  the 
Housing  Act,  193^,  during  the  year  1948- 

Informal  notices  were  served  for  defects  and  disrepair,  most  of  the  work 
being  carried  out  as  a result  of  the  informal  notices.  No  Statutuory  notices 
were  served  under  the  Housing  Act,  any  subsequent  action  for  completion  of  work 
being  taken  under  the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^* 

There  are  many  old  houses ■vhich  are  in  a fairly  good  state  of  preservation, 
though  lacking  in  those  modern  amenities  which  now  arc  accepted  an  standard  in 
the  houses  erected  by  the  Council, 

No  preliminary  housing  survey  has  been  made,  but  it  is  estimated  that  2,5^ 
of  the  houses  would  be  classed  as  definitely  sub-standard  and  not  worth  the 
expenditure  necessc.>^  to  make  them  in  0.II  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.
